Declaring that the Lutheran church 
stands for religion, no more and no lea3 
and that religion to every true Lutheran 
ia a matter of reyelation, Prof. Louia 
Dorn, of Concordia college, delivered a 
very interesting sermon at the First 
Presbyterian 
church 
Sunday 
evening. 
The usual large attendance which haa 
prevailed since the beginning of 
this 
unique series of eeimons was present. 
Th© theme of the sermon was, "^^Tiat 
the Llitheran Church Believe«.'' 


Piof. Dom stated that the I.utheran 
church does not stand for political prin- 
ciples, it does not stand for a school 
in philosophy and it does not stand for 
sociological movement but it doe» atan^ 
for religion;, the religion of revelation, 
the religion of experience, the religion of 
practice. 
He said he did not mean that 
the church stood for three religions, but 
one unit wherever it appears, one re- 
ligion which might be considered under 
these three different aspects. 


After stating that 
the Bible, the 
Book of Truth, was thp supreme and 
sole authority in all matters regarding 
which it malyis a statement and that it 
was the fountain head of religiouB truth 
and precepts, Prof. Dorn concluded with 
the statement that the Lutheriui church 
taught what the Bible teaches, regard- 
less of popular opinian, prevailing sen- 
timent or what religious fashion might 
decree.

the Lutheran church withholds- its Judg- 
ment in those matters whiclv the Bible 
neither expressly asserts nor condemns

The old Bible 'directs 
it'i course even as the old sun rules the 
day. 


"The Lutheran church then finds all 
is doctrines and beliefs revealed in the 
infiillible^work of God. There are two 
and only two fundamental different con- 
ceptions regarding the way to salvation 
—One is the way of- human 
invention 
and tho other the Avay of divine revela- 
tion: the one is the way throiigh the 
merits of man the other 
tho way 
through the grace of God; one is the 
way of our own efTort and virtue tho 
other is the way through the free grace 
of God. The Lutheran church teaches 
salvation through the grace and rejects 
the idea of salvation through t)ie works 
of man. saj'ing in tlie words of 8t. 
Paul, "Man is not justiiic<l by the works 
of tho law but by faith of Jesus t'hrist." 


The speaker then gave in a brief out- 
line the doclrine of justification of the 
Lutheran church 
as recorded 
in the 
Bible. 
He said that the various things 
recorded there were 
accepted 
as the 
truth, and that faith was emphasizcil by 
the church in connection with the divine 
jicfc of justification or forgiveness of sin. 


Prof. Dorn concluded 
his eloquent 
sermon with tho statement 
that the 
Lutheran church stood for the love as 
was shown by Jesus when he was on 
this earth; it stands for love to the 
heathen and imconvçrted, for love to- 
ward all denominations; .for IbVc to- 
ward the present and future 
genera- 
tion's; for love to the children ; : for love 
toward the state and nation; love to- 
ward its city,and neighborhood, and for 
love toward the poor, the unhappy and 
the niTIicted.

In Bom,' 
reppects it has undercut even the fam- 
ous Cleveland .'1-cent rate. 
And for tin 
user of more than ordinary lighting cur- 
rent it claims the lowest charge in the 
United States.

it has made a 
handsome profit on its .$3,225,000 plant 
and distributing system. 


"Just horse-sense efficiency applied to 
public service—that's the 
explanation," 
says Supt. D. W. Collins, former private 
corporation official converted to muni- 
cipal ownership. 


The greed of the big Stone-Webster 
interests during the days . when 
thry 
controlled 
lighting and power in Ta- 
coma ^drovc the people into the monop- 
oly business themselves. 


To other cities at the threshold of 
similar 
experiments 
the 
Tacoma 
achievement sets a stirring example. 


A Fair Rate System. 


T^he rate fixing system adopted here 
was initiated by Supt. Collins, and has 
been pronounced by prominent engineer« 
as the fairest ever devised. 


"It is based on the size of a man'ii 
home," explained Collins. 


"The total 
floor space 
of 
kitchen, 
dining room, 
living room, parlor wid 
pantries is recorded in square footaga, 
as 'working space.' To this is added one 
half the 'idle space' of bathroom, bed- 
rooms, halls and other less used rooms. 
This total square footage, divided by 
1,000 and multiplied by 40 (factors de- 
termined b.y the, light department after 
much experimentation) gives the kilo- 
watt hours for which a maximum rat«- 
of 5 cents must be paid. 


"After that, no matter how much 
rent is used.' nor for what purpose, the 
rate drops to 1 cent per kilowatt hour."

Institute Incorporated to 
Promote Efficiency in 
Government. 


Washington, March 13.—An institute 
far govenimeilt research was incorpor- 
ated here today, the fundamental pur- 
pose of which, according to its incorpor- 
ators, is to apply the test of efficient 
business methods to administrative and 
governmental activities and to co-oper- 
ate with public ofccers in promoting effi- 
ciency. 


Formal announcement of the launching 
of the new undertaking was made today 
by Dr. Frank J. Goodnow, president of 
Johns IJopkins miiversity, who will head 
the institute's board of trustees to lead- 
ing business men of Avhich Robert Brook- 
ings, of St. Louis, will be vice-chairman. 
Headquarters will be established in Bal- 
timore 


The organization, it is stated, \vill be 
Bupperted by A'oluntary 
contributions 
and administrative experts will be em- 
ployed to scnitinize from a non-partisan 
and business-like point of view the pro- 
cesses of government -and make construc- 
tive suggestions for their improvement. 


'J'iio iirst work will be in connection 
A\iih tlie federal government, but it is 
lioped to extend it to state and local gov- 
ernments. 


In a statement announcing the plana 
and purposes of the organizfition Dr. 
CoodnoAv said in part: 


"Proverbially, everybody's business is 
nobody's business. 
Neither public offi- 
cials nor the mass of citizens gefier»ll7 
feel from day to day a direct and irame: 
diate concera in the saving of public 
moneys. 
Just because public business 
i? not conducted for profit, there is inevi- 
tably less 
constant attention to the 
avoidance of Avaste than in a private 
concern where every dollar Avasted ia felfc 
by owners and managers to be a loss. 


"Wliat is needed is a thorough study 
of the ways in which saving can be ef- 
fected and the standard of work im- 
proved without injury to the efficiency 
of morale of the government service. 


"For the prosecution of this work in 
connection with the federal government, 
therefore, and for the study and devel- 
opment of principles of» sound admbiis- 
tration, applicable to state and local gov- 
ernments as well, tlic institute has been 
organized."

nautics. 
It is known that many aeroplanes are 
being made in this country for the use of thé 
allies, and only recently it was stated that a 
new monster plane was being developed here, 
which would be six times larger than any yet 
tried, and would be able to carry sufTlcient gaso- 
line to give it a cruising range of m o r e ' t h a n 
600 miles at a speed of seventy-five miles an 
hour.

.Since the war began the German Fokker has 
been developed, and it i.s said that this has

c/n account of its .speed, and size, which offers 
but a small spot as a target for attack. 


It is known that many American aerial in- 
ventors are now working in the service of the 
allies, and It may bo safe to say that when the 
United States once decides to fully develop an 
aerial branch of the army and navy it will be 
excelled bj' none In the world.

When hostilities began in Europe there was 


constant expectation of great aerial battles. 
such as had been predicted In warfare ro- 


mances, but, with the exception of a few Iso- 
lated engagements between hostile aircraft, 
nothing has been done along that line. Who 
Knows but what I here, yet will be waged a 
gigantic aerial battle, between the, German Zep- 
pelins and llieir auxiliary airplanes and the 
new type of craft now being developed for the 
allies. 


Since the war began the German Fokker has 


been developed, and it is said that this has 
caused numerous casualties to enemy craft 
on account of Its speed, and size, which offers 
but a. small spot as a target for attack. 


It is known that many American aerial in- 


ventors are now working in the service of the 
Allies, and it may bo safe to say that when the 
United Htates once decides to fully develop an 
aerial branch of the army and navy it will be 
excelled by none In the world.

The club has se- 
lected Albci-los Santos-Dumont as its repre- 
sentative at the Chile meeting, and the noted 
aviator is now on his way there.
